Are Not Plutocrat*. Either. 


They are not wealthy. 
They are 


hard-working people—carpenters, 
painter?, paperhangers, tailors, typo- 
setters and shop keepers and their fam- 
ilies—who are not often fonad dwell- 
ing !a luxury when the rest of the 
world la putting up with all sorts of 
inconveniences. 


How do they do it? 
TTefl, In the 


first place, they live In Brooklyn. But 
that does not eiplain it. Brooklyn Is 
not immane from the high cost of llr- 
iag any more than any other town. Bat 
they are Finns, and that explalas a 
great deal. For the Fians are an ex- 
tremely thrifty lot 
They come from 


a country where life is a constant bat- 
tle with a. harsh, climate, aad where 
survival is largely a matter of econo- 
my and co-operation. As a result, the 
aggressive instinct IS highly developed 
in the Fim?—he never stops fighting 
for life. 


So it happens that while most na- 


tive Americans* have been sitting 
around deploring the high cost of liv- 
ing: but meekly paying exorbitant 
prices for food and rents, the Finns of 
Brooklyn have been forming co-opera- 
tive societies and forcing down their 
living costs to the lowest possible min- 
imum. •. Besides 
two 
co-operative 


apartment houses, they own a. com- 
munity clnb house, a co-operative res- 
taurant aad plots of ground upon 
which co-operative bakeries and dai- 
ries soon are to be erected. 


First came the club house, which Is 


always the first social move of the 
Finns wherever they go. It is an at- 
tractive building-, with coffee and game 
rooms, smokies parlors, women's clnb 
rooms, and an auditorium where pnb- 
lic meetings, dances and theatricals 
are held. To the Finn drama Is al- 
most as essential as food, so that the 
people do not consider it an extrava- 
gance to employ a dramatic coach for 
their youag people. Across from the 
dab house is the co-operative restau- 
rant, aad nearby is a lot which some 
day, when building conditions become 
a trifle more stable, is to support a co- 
operative moving picture house. 


The chief activity of the club house 


soon became the voicing of discontent 
with living conditions. The Finns, bar- 
ing come to America, the land of op- 
portunity, seeking relief from a stern 
and exacting environment, were fraak- 
ly disappointed. They found them- 
selves crowded Into srimy tenements, 
with inscScient heat and water and 
light and air. and Tunable to earn 
enough to obtain anything better. The

the men of the six families, alt of 
whom took a special pride In their 
work and strove frantically to outri- 
val one another la painting and plas- 
tering various rooais.

taxes, general upkeep, and oth- 


er expenses, amounted to considerably 
less than they would have paid In 
rent for apartments of the same size. 
Each family had a light, ftv»-room 
apartment, with all modern improve- 
ments including telephone, hot and 
cold water, a bath room and a kitchen 
(not a kitchenette) and for these ac- 
commodations they T>aid Into th&"com- 
mon building fund S23.35 a month. 


Then Came the Rujhl 


As It became known that such homes 


could be obtained at such a remarka- 
bly 4ow price, the first siz co-operators 
were overwhelmed with applications 
from other families, who wished to 
join the movement. The honse was 
soon full of tenants, but so great was 
the demand for similar accommoda- 
tions that another co-operative group 
was organized to build a second apart- 
ment house. This time the co-opera- 
tors were not so timid In riskinp their. 
money, and decided that their house 
should be even bigger with even great- 
er conveniences. 


Incidentally, It was to cost 550,000 


more, due not to the added Improve- 
ments but to the increased cost of 
building materials. The cost of the 
latter rose so rapidly that a third 
group, which was on the point of or- 
ganization, decided to defer blinding 
•until conditions became a triSe less 
chaotic and the cost of bricks went 
down. 


Envy of Less Enterprising. 


This was two years ago. Today, 


these progressive, co-operative Finns 
are the envy of all their less enterpris- 
ing neighbors.

workers with better and safer trork- 
lag conditions has created an active 
iuiercst in metal mine ventilation, es- 
peclalij in recent years. In a paper 
just issued by Use United States bu- 
reau of mines the writer. D. Harring- 
ton, mining engineer of the bureau, 
discusses the subject both with regard 
to efficiency and economy as well a* 
safety and health. It is based on per- 
sonal observations of Mr. Harrington 
during more than four years* study 
of metal mines hi six stales-, in which 
more than fifty mines were visited. 


In coal mines ventilation is general- 


ly regarded as essential, but In many 
metal mines, especially shallow ones, 
the operators pay little attention to 
ventilation, or Ignore It altogether, 
says the writer. Mr. Harrington says: 


Vcntilitlon Necessary. 


"There Is greater necessity for ade- 


quate ventilation of metal mines than 
of coal mines. The latter require air 
currents to remove explosive gases 
and the f nines of explosives, but metal 
mine*, hi addition to the need of re- 
moving fumes of explosives and occa- 
sionally explosive gases. frequenOT 
have need of resaovlng: dusts danger- 
ous to health, reduction of high tem- 
peratures and high humidity, and re- 
moval of Inert, but unhealthfnl gases." 


The mala features affecting metal- 


mine ventilation as outlined In part 
by Mr. Harrington, are: 


Movement of Air—This involves ef- 


fects of air movement at various tem- 
peratures, humidities, and with cer- 
tain gases-present, and the advisable 
velocity of current to use. 


Temperature—The temperature of 


the air In a metal mine Is influenced 
by the outaride air temperature, under- 
ground rocfc and water temperature, 
oxidation of ores and timbers, mine 
fires, friction of air due to velocity of 
flow, movement of found, firing of 
shots, quantity of air circulating, heftt 
from breathing of men and animals, 
heated air from other mines, heat from 
electric motors and other machinery. 


Humidity—The Iramidity of mine air 


depends on the relative humidity of 
surface air, wetness of shafts and 
workings, the velocities, quantities, 
and temperatures of the air circulated. 
Where small fan units are employed 
to force air through galvanized iron 
or canvas tubing, these also affect the 
humidity through absorption or depo- 
sition of moisture. 


Mine gases and dusts—The Intake
